City Rejects Flood Control 
Offer To Handle Grand 
View Avenue Project 


So that there will be no further 
delay In construction of the East 
Grand View avenue bridge over 
the Little Santa Anibx wash the 
city council was obliged to refuse 
the offer of the Los Angeles 
Flood control commission to 
handle the Job and at a meeting 
Tuesday evening so advised flood 
control officials. The work will be 
done at once directly under the 
city’s supervision with WPA labor. 

The flood control commission 
was unable to guarantee comple¬ 
tion of the contract within 120 
days. The city received an allo¬ 
cation from the state for the 
project with a proviso that the 
work would be completed within 
that time. It will be carried on 
in connection wtih the re-building 
of the Santa Aniba channel which 
is now well under way. The city 
will have the benefit of the ser¬ 
vices of Mr. Utman, flood con¬ 
trol engineer in charge of the 
channel work, and a noted bridge 
builder, who will do the engineer¬ 
ing work on the bridge and 
supervise its construction without 
cost to the city, so long as the 
flood control channel work is In 
progress. Completion of the chan¬ 
nel work within the city called 
for some slight changes in the 
bridge construction and less steel 
than originally called for will be 
necessary. Contract for the steel 
was tentatively awarded on Tues¬ 
day to tHb Los Angeles Iron and 
Steel Company. Bids of the Ar¬ 
row Rock and Sand Company for 
concrete and other materials had 
already been accepted.

Now It does seem obvious that 
the Congress should refuse fur¬ 
ther appropriations of funds, pro¬ 
vided by loyal taxpayers for the 
relief of the unemployed, to be 
used to foster Communism on a 
vast scale. 

For certainly Communism, 
which seeks to establish a "So¬ 
viet America” under a “dictator¬ 
ship of the proletariat,” can have 
no purpose in the Workers’ Al¬ 
liance except a subversive pur¬ 
pose—the overthrow of the Ameri¬ 
can form of government and of 
America’s free institutions. 

And it is equally certain that 
the government of the Unite J 
States could liquidate all these 
subversive organizations over 
night if it cared to do so, and 
was not deterred by the number 
of votes to be considered.

For a quarter of a century 
presidents have fought for it, but 
not until last week did the first 
general revision in the structure 
of the Federal government in 150 
years take place. That was when 
the House of Representatives ap¬ 
proved the first of three reor¬ 
ganization plans. What changes 
will these streamlined revisions 
make ? A saving of from $15,- 
000 000 to $20,000,000 a year, it 
is claimed. It also means good¬ 
bye to the WPA—but in name 
only! The WPA, PWA, United 
Sattes Housing Authority, the 
Public Roads Bureau, under pres¬ 
ent plans, will be merged into 
one public works agency. The Re¬ 
construction Finance Corporation, 
the Home Owners Loan Corpora¬ 
tion, the Federal Housing Ad¬ 
ministration, disappear as sep¬ 
arate units into a single credit 
agency. Following the same 
course, the Social Security Board, 
the Public Health Service, the 
Bureau oi Public Education, are 
consolidated in One public welfare 
agency. Streamlined revision 
should help government do its 
job with more efflciencv, but its 
raises a new problem. Will tem¬ 
porary relief agencies now merged 
into permanent units also become 
permanent ?
